all federally aided roads, new construction and highways 
with speeds of 50 miles per hour or greater. 

It seems to most with a love for natural beauty that the 
installation of guardrails would be far more practical than 
the cutting down of trees along nearly all main reads, 

Protests of this program to the legislators of the dis- 
trict would seem to be in order. An appeal for aid might 
also go to Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson who has been working 
to make America more beautiful.

On Purple Martins And Swallows 


It’s a shame that mosquitoes 
and purple martins are in the air 
at the same time for such a brief 
time each day, 

For, if purple martins did not 
go to roost at sundown = about 
the time that mosquitoes really 
become air=borne = the- theory 
that martins make great inroads 
on mosquitoes might be more 
plausible, 

As it is, the bird and the insect 
do most of their work on dif- 
ferent time shifts, 


Unfortunately, the idea that the 
purple martin lives almost exclu- 
sively upon mosquitoes has become 
widespread in the United States. 
Every conservation organizationin 
America receives numerous 
queries concerning purplemartins 
each spring. The Massachusetts 
Audubon Society is no exception, 


Quite often the query comes in 
the form of: ‘‘Where can I buy 
purple martins?”® Since purple 
martins are wild birds protected 
by an international treaty, the form 
of the question indicates that the 
inquirer knows nothing about birds 
and merely is trying to hire relief 
from mosquitoes, 


The truth is that purple martins 
seem to eat few, if any, mosquitoes, 
Herbert W. Kale II of the Entomo= 
logical Research Center at Vero 
Beach, Fla., in a recent review 
of scientific papers on the purple 
martin’ s foods commented: 


“Mosquitoes are anegligible 
item in the diet of purple martins.”* 

*““Behavior patterns of mosqui- 
toes and martins are such that 
mosquitoes are not flying in martin 
feeding areas whenthe martins are 
active, and thus contact between the 
two is minimal during daylight 
hours,”” ne 

Of the many things that may be 
blamed upon conservationists, the 
misleading idea that a martin is 
sort of an animated mosquito= 
vacuumecleaner is not among 
them, It came not from conserva= 
tionists butfromconstructionists = 
purple martin house construc= 
tionists, The purple martin house 
is a rather elaborate apartment 
house and a firm can make money 
selling them, The tree swallow = 
which is as important a predator 
on flying insects as the purple 
martin - nests in small boxes, A 
big carporation could hardly turn 


a nickel selling tree swallow boxes, 
thus the bird’s excellent record 
against insects goes unheralded, 

In most of New England, except 
for scattered districts, the purple 
martin is not a common bird. The 
tree and barn swallows, on the 
other hand, are quite common, 

All of the swallows, and the 
martin belongs to the group, live 
either largely or exclusively on 
flying insects, Ingeneral, the mar- 
tin captures insects larger than 
mosquitoes, They eat dragonflies, 
butterflies, moths, grasshoppers, 
beetles and large flies, 

As one can readily see, thepure 
ple martin is a valuable bird, even 
without an appetite for mosquitoes, 
In addition, it is a beautiful bird, 
of strong and graceful flight, The 
worth=while reason to erecta pur= 
ple martin house is to attract 
martins, not to eliminate mosqui- 
toes,
